Details of Latest British 
Smash Indicate Hard 
Fighting. 


British Front in France and 
Belsrium, Sept. 21.—(By the As- 
saciated Press.) — During the 
night the British forces with com- 
paratively little opposition con- 
solidated and considerably im- 
jroved the new line which they 
lad won in their offensive against 
the Germans to the east of Ypres. 


London, Sept. 21.—Field 
Marshal 
Haig, in later reports regarding the 
British offensive on the Belgian front, 
to the east of Ypres, yesterday, when 
the British troops pushed through the 
German lines for a distance of more 
than a mile, says that the complete- 
ness of the British success is confirm- 
ed by detailed accounts of the battle. 


The British war office, after the re- 
ceipt of Field Marshal Haig's report, 
today issued this bulletin: 
"More de- 
tailed accounts of yesterday's battle 
confirm" the completeness of our suc- 
cess. 


"During the evening local attacks 
delivered by us in the neighborhood 
of Tower hamlets and northeast of 
Langemarck cleared up a number of 
strong points and completed the cap- 
ture of our objectives in these local- 
ities. 


"It is now established that in the 
many counter attacks delivered 
by 
considerable forces of the enemy dur- 
ing the afternoon and evening his cas- 
ualties were unusually great. 


"The clear light of the latter part 
of the day enabled our troops to ob- 
tain warning of impending attacks 
and in every case the advancing lines 
of German infantry were destroyed by 
the concentrated fire from our rifles 
and machine guns and artillery,"

Today found the British in Flanders 
holding all the valuable ground they 
gained in their attaclic of yesterday 
when they surged 
forward 
on 
an 
eight mile front on both sides of the 
Ypres-Menin 
road, 
penetrating 
the 
German lines more than a mile in 
places and .capturing prisoners in ex- 
cess of 2,000. All the reports empha- 
size the completeness of the success 
the British' troops 
achieved. 
They 
hold Veldhoeck, Zevenkote and nu- 
merous strategically important farms 
and wooded tracts which had been 
heavily fortified by the Germans, but 
which were captured in the resistless 
British sweep. 


Late yesterday the Germans began 
to counter attack but every thrust was 
effectively dealt with by the British 
guns, which wiped out the advancing 
lines of German infantry. 
The heavy 
casualties sustained in these fruitless 
attacks evidently impelled the German 
command to order their cessation, for 
there were no repetitions of them dur- 
ing the night, and the Brtish were 
able to consolidate their newly won 
ground witlhout disturbance.

Letters on German Prison- 
ers Say Order to Evacu- 
ate Has Been Given.

Sept. 21.—Pressure on tlie defenses of 
Lens is unrelenting and the Genuans are 
being literally aciueezed out of the town. 
Posts have been pu.shod out into no man's 
land against the Germans in the region 
of St. Laurent and the ground, in defense 
of which the Germans fought fiercely, has 
been occupied by us, almost without a 
struggle. 


If credence can be placed iipon the re- 
ports of German prisoners, the garrison 
was given the order to exacnate. Enemy 
orders, however, are to hold on at all 
costs. 


A captured letter written by one Ger- 
man soldier to another gives some indi- 
cation of what is passing in the occupied 
territory. This letter says in part,: 


"I am attached to the requisitioning 
service in Fourties district. 
We 
have 
taken from the French population all 
their lead, copper, oil, etc., candlesticks, 
kitchen pots or anything like that goes 
off to Germany. It is not very nice often 
to have to take their wedding presents 
but the necessity of war forces us to 
do it. 


"I had a good haul the other day. In 
a walled up room we found fifteen in- 
struments in copper, a • regular 
brass 
band, a brand new bicycle and six candle- 
sticks of beaten copper. And there was a 
whole lot of stuff besides. You can imag- 
ine what kind of a noise the old hag who 
owned them made. I Just laughed. She 
deserved «11 she got."

KIKO SFJJiS JEWELS.. 


"Washington, Sept. 21.—Secretary Lansing today made pubEc aii 
astounding addition to the series of disclosures covering German in- 
trigues in America and elsewhere, a message sent by Count von Bem^^ 
storff in January of this year to the Berlin foreign office requesting to 
pay out $50,000 to influence congress through an unnamed organiza- 
tion apparently known to the Berlin authorities. 


Count von Bernstorff indicated 
that money had been paid this or- 
ganization on former occasion. 
The text of the message, which 
bore date of 
January 22, 1917, 
made public without comment, 
follows: 


I request aathorit> to pay up 
to $50,000 In order as on former 
occasions to 
Influence 
congress 
through 
the 
organization 
you 
know of, wliich can perhaps pre- 
vent war. 


I am beginning in the mean- 
time to act accordingly. 
In the 
above circiunstances a public of- 
ficial German declaration in favor 
of Ireland is higldy desirable in 
order to gain tlic supi>ort of Irisli 
influence liere. 
Whether the state department is in 
possession of other messages has not 
been revealed, but the extraordinary 
disclosures already made has fixed the 
belief that agents of the United States 
government have collected and com-1 
piled the entire story of German du- 
plicity and intrigue 
and 
that addi- 
tional chapters will be added. 


Knew U-Boat Order Was Coming. 
The reference to averting war is 
taken as an indication that Ambassa- 
dor Bernstorff had prior knowledge 
of his government's intention to pro- 
claim a merciless, widespread subma- 
rine warfare and that he was equally 
confident that the United States gov- 
ernment could not be easily placated 
by mere promises. 


The German announcement of its in- 
tention to expand Its submarine ac- 
tivities was not made public until 
January 31, 
when 
the 
world was 
startled, not only by the determina- 
tion to remove all restrictions, but by 
the statement that it would become 
effective on the following day. 
Three 
days later the United States govern- 
ment had expressed its disapproval by 
severing relations with Germany. 


Bribery is Not Assumed. 
It has not been assumed the am- 
bassador attempted to bribe or per- 
sonally influence any member of con- 
gress and doubt that such was his pur- 
pose is supported to some extent by 
the comparatively small amount of 
money he asked. 
Fifty thousand dpl- 
lars, it was pointed out, would go but 
a short way towards buying the influ- 
ence of any congressman. 
Judiciously 
expended, however, it might do much 
toward compensating agents such as 
are now known to have belonged to 
the elaborate system built up for the 
production of propaganda and espion- 
age.

I. Dftnlel the Prim« Minister of the 
Medo-Peralan Empire (w. 1-8). 
: Daniel's sterling worth bronght blm 
Ito the front and kept him there. The 
inew king was quick to discern his 
merits and to glre iiiem recognition by 
placing him at the head of affairs la 
his kingdom. 
; II. An Occasion Sought Against 
^Daniel (w. 4^). 
j (1) 
The 
Reason 
of—Envy. 
To 
have this foreigner placed over them 
aroused the jealousy of the pres- 
idents and princes of the empire, so 
'they set about to have him removed. 
¡The presence of envy shows inferior- 
ity. 
One never envies those below 
him It Is hard to forgive those who, 
have outstripped us and left us be- 
hind in the race of life. 


(2) The Failure (v. 4). Daniel*» of- 
flcial record was blameless. Not even, 
an error could be found of which they, 
jcould accuse him. 
Though he was 
.without fault he had to suffer. Those 
iwho excel In any line are sure to su^ 
,fer in some way. 
It is true In busi- 
ness, the home, the school, politics and 
religion. 
j 


(S) The Wicked Plot (w. 5-9). Nbt 
being able to find any fault, they 
trumped up a charge against him on, 
the ground of his foreign religion.; 
They were not careful about the meth- 
od employed. Just so their end was at- 
tained. 


III. Daniel's Noble Confession (w. 


10-13). Though Daniel knew that the 
wicked decree was signed, he knelt 
before God three times a day as usual. 
He went quietly about his affairs, at- 
tended to his regular devotions, be- 
cause he trusted God. 
There Is al- 
ways a marked silence about hero- 
ism. 
Weak men bluster, but strong 
men have little to say. 
Daniel con- 
tinued his usual habit of prayer, even 
though it was a violation of the civil 
law, because he knew that God's law 
was first. When the laws of earth 
conflict with the laws of heaven there 
is but one thing to do; that is, to obey 
God rather than man. 


IV. The Foolish Decree Executed, 
(w. 14-17). The king was greatly dis- 
pleased with liimself (v. 14) and dili- 
gently sought to deliver Daniel, but 
he was helpless (v. 15). 
The proud 
ruler was a slave. Laws which change 
not 
are self-condemnatory, 
foolish, 
positively 
wicked. 
The 
king 
was 
weak for fear of others, which if? utter 
wickedness. 
Daniel was cast into tlie 
den of lions (v. IG) and a double seal 
placed upon the den (v. 17). 
They 
were not content with the king's seal 
alone, which shows that one rascal 
will not trust another. 
The king's 
words. "Tliy God. whom thou servest 
continually, he will deliver thee," to 
Daniel were a poor excuse, but they 
were the best that he could offer to 
his conscience. 


V. Daniel Delivered (w. 18-23). 
(1) The King's Sleepless Night (v. 
18). Do-aljUess Daniel was more com- 
fortable in tlio don of lions than the 
Icing in his palace. His quietude is a 
picture of the safety and peace which 
are the portion of those who trurit 
God and do liis will. This is a sample 
of wliat faith can do. 
"Thou wiit 
keep, him in perfect peace whose mintl 
is stayed ou thee, because he trusteth 
thee." 


(2) The King's Question (v. 20). In 
the morning the king called to Daniel 
In the den of lions saying, "Is thy God 
able?" This is always the question of 
the unbelieving heart. 
The believing 
iieart says, "Our God is able." 


(3) Daniel's Answer (v. 22). 
"My 
God has sent his angel." Angels are 
God's ministering spirits. "The angel 
of the Lord encampeth round about 
them that fear him, and delivereth 
them." (Psalms 34:7.) Many times no 
doubt our lives are preserved because 
we arc guarded by God's angels. Not 
even a sparrow falls to the ground 
without the Father, and the very hairs 
of our heads are numbered, so we 
ought to expect the mouths of the 
lions to be shut against us. 


(4) Daniel Removed From the Den 
(v. 23). There was no manner of hurt 
upon him. 
The reason was that "he 
believed in his God." The same rea- 
son is why the garmeiiiH and hair of 
his companions were not even singed. 


VI. Doom of Daniei's Accusers (v. 
24). 
They were cast into the den of 
lions "and the lions had the mastery 
of them, and brake all their bones in 
pieces or ever they came at the bot- 
tom of the den." 


Daniel's God to Be Feared. 


VII. Darius' Decree (vv. 25-27). He 
decreed that in all parts of his king- 
dom men of all peoples and tongues 
should tremble and fear before the 
God of Daniel. 


Vill. Daniel's Prosperity (v. 28). 
Though Daniel's enemies perish, he 
goes higher and higher in the king 
dom, even continuing into the reign ol 
Cyrus.

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ORGANIZING FOR WAR. 


The State Council of Defense has prepared 
^o make a big drive next week to promote its 
work throughout Indiana. All of the ninety- 
two counties of the state will receive special 
attention and the local council in each of 
them will be advised, instructed and, if pos- 
sible, enthused for the work they are to do. 


The state council reports that in some of 
the counties the labor of organization is going 
forward in a promising way, whereas in some 
others the work lags and little has been ac- 
:2omplished. It is the expectation that the big 
drive, to which four days of next week will 
be given, may result ia putting spirit into the 
work everywhere. 
That this will be done 
there it not much reason to doubt. 
Prepara- 
tions for the campaign are thorough and hun- 
dreds of the best men in the state are enlisted 
for that special service. 


Indiana is gaining repute for having set a 
high example of service to the nation silfte the 
war began. The record should be maintained 
and improved. 
Notwithstanding that much 
has been done, the great burden of the work 
still lies ahead and it can be taken up and 
borne as it should be only by thorough or- 
ganization and the enlistment of all patriotic 
men and women in the duties that the perilous 
times impose. It should be kept in mind that 
thè war has only begun, so far as America is 
concerned. We have not yet actually gotten 
into it. The nation has been only preparing. 
The great test of our resources, strength, 
spirit and fortitude remains to come. 
Now 
is the time to prepare to meet that test. Some 
months hence we shall begin to feel the strain 
as the warring nations of Europe have been 
feeling it. 
"With exercise of prudence we 
shall escape any want of food. We shall not 
have hostile armies overrunning our land. We 
shall not see ruin and desolation all about us. 
But we cannot keep the burdens of war from 
falling upon us. 


The better we now prepare to meet the 
strains that we shall be put to when the great 
conflict has completely involved us and be- 
gun its drain upon our resources and its trials 
of our spirit the better we shall endure the 
stress. There will soon enough come the time 
when we shall all be put to the best that is 
in us to stand up strong- and steady to face 
the stinging blasts of war ¿ten though it be 
waged thousands of miles J^erseas from us. 
There will be much to d o j f e n y sacrifices to 
make, numerous trials to lip^- There will be 
no end of patriotic labor for everybody to 


President Wilson has taken a hand in the 
labor situation. The time is quite ripe for it. 
If the country is to realize its prodigiojis plans 
for meeting the U-boat menace with tonnage 
there can be given no great shrift for em- 
ployers and employes in the shipbuilding in- 
dustry to suspend work while they try to 
choke each other to death. 
The San Fran- 
cisco strike affords an illuminating example 
of just what may occur on a ten-fold greater 
scale and result in wholly paralyzing the ship- 
building industry in the United States. 


There has been a deal ot protestation from 
both sides of the industrial question that 
everything would be done to strengthen the 
nation in war, but it is to be taken note of 
that in recent weeks there has been a wider 
distribution of labor disturbance and a greater 
threat of strike trouble than at any time since 
the war began—trouble more potential of dis- 
astrous consequences than any industrial situ- 
ation that has menaced the country save alone 
the great railway tie-up that was so narrowly 
averted. There is always the possibility of a 
square deal in an industrial dispute and when 
a ground of settlement is impossible to find 
it is generally conclusive that one side or the 
other is not looking for a square deal but for 
the best of it. 


Secretary of Labor Wilson said something 
worth heed when he told the war council of 
business men yesterday that the time had fully 
arrived when both employers and employes 
should cease their narrow and selfish con- 
templation of profits and wages and get-to- 
gether to serve the country. "There should 
be no swag to divide between labor and capi- 
tal," he declared, and thereupon drove a nail 
home to the seat of the troubles that in so 
many cases have been disturbing industry. 
Certain great enterprises have been profiteer- 
ing on a prodigious scale. 
Their gains are 
in some instances spectacular. Labor knows 
this and very naturally wants and demands 
a division of the spoils. If labor knows capi- 
tal is making cent per cent or, as is true in 
some rarer cases, two or three times that, 
there will be no contentment with the regular 
and established wage levels in those enter- 
prises. 


Government price-fixing on cost basis plus 
stated per cent profit ought to adjust most of 
these differences. It will permit labor to have 
a perfectly square deal and ..will insure net 
earnings to capital. The enormous gains from 
industry during the years that the European 
war furnished necessitous customers to Amer- 
ican industry were one thing, but America's 
own necessitous state in war is quite-another 
matter. 
There can be no stand and deliver 
policy with Uncle Sam in respect of what he 
needs to fight his great war. 


The president's intervention ought to have 
early effect. The government is willing to be 
a purchaser of things needed in the war on a 
basis that allows a more than generous por- 
tion to labor and insures the capitalist side a 
substantial fixed per cent profit. That should 
lie satisfactory and we believe it will be—^if 
it is made plain that there is otherwise going 
to be nothing doing save under federal regu- 
lation.

The nation is entering the greatest test of 
strength it ever has had in war. The glorious 
ideals for which we are unselfishly sacrificing 
and fighting must be achieved and their 
realizations made forever secure.

Increasing unreat of her subject 
peoples, passionate outcries concern- 
ing her ruthless cruelties and bolder 
utterances in her parliament—these 
are things inclining Austria toward 
peace. 


Every once in awhile—probably due 
to pro-German 
activities—the 
sug- 
gestion floats through the press of this 
country that Austria is much gentler 
than Germany, and therefore more in- 
clined to agree to a peace on moderate 
conditions. 


The truth is—and our officiais here 
are thoroughly acquainted with it— 
that Austria is no more gentle than 
Prussia. 


Over 200,000 of her subjects have 
been imprisoned since the war began. 


Over 24,000 have been executed, the 
hapless wives and children of the con- 
demned often being compelled to wit- 
ness their death. 


Instead of suppressing the aspira- 
tions of the subject peoples, however, 
Austria has merely served to accentu- 
ate them. 
In the little provincial pa- 
pears in the Slav languages, accounts 
of speeches of Slav leaders are printed. 
They show that the speakers 
have 
taken very seriously President Wil- 
son's words in favor of the little na- 
tionalities, and his saying that there 
should be no government save by the 
consent of the governed. 


Not so very long ago, in the local 
Croatian parliament at Agram, the 
peasant deputy Stiepan Radich defi- 
antly said: 


"The Prussian generals deflne the 
entente as a mixture of irreconcilable 
enemies of Germany's, but I say to you 
that the entente is civilisation itself." 


Again, almost anticipating 
Presi- 
dent Wilson's words In his note to the 
pope, Radich said: 


"The best thing that the Croats can 
do is to break all ties with those who 
wish to lead us under the Prussian 
helmet." 


Tha Austrian parliament (Hungary 
has its own) was called into session 
last May for the first time since the 
war started. 
Although districts have 
been so Juggled that it takes 65,479 
Slav votes to get a deputy whereas it 
only takes 42,889 German votes, the 
Garmana had a hard time procuring a 
majority. 


The Czechs at once demanded re- 
construction of the state on a federal 


basis and the inclusion of the Slovaks 
of Hungary in the Czech state group. 
The southern Slavs demanded the un- 
ion of all Slovenes, Croats and Serbs of 
Austria and Hungary in one independ- 
ent state. The Poles demanded union 
of all the German, Russian and Aus- 
trian lands Inhabited by their nation. 


The Germans resisted all these de- 
mands, which they claimed were in- 
spired by the entente. 


The tone of the speeches made by 
the Slavs gives an important key to 
Austria's desire for peace. 
If the big 
war were over, she could devote more 
time to suppressing her subject peo- 
ples. 


Dr. Ravnihar, a Slovene deputy, 
said: 
"The trend of the premier's 
speech betrays the wish to perpetuate 
all the old misery in Austria. 
The 
Germans are to go on dominating. 
These Germans have expelled fam- 
ilies, torn children from their moth- 
ers, husbands from their wives, sent 
thousands Into exile and exposed them 
to ruin." 


Dr. Matko Laginja, a Croat deputy 
from Istria, said: 


"The prime minister declared his 
intention of upholding Austria. 
What 
kind of Austria? 
He wants a 'single 
state.' 
It never existed. 
Austria is 
only possible 
as a 
second German 
state. 
This would mean slavery for 
the 
Czechs, 
Poles 
and 
Southern 
Slavs." 


Dr. Biankini, a Croat deputy from 
Dalmatla, made a passionate reply to 
the utterances of a German Austrian 
who had said "the southern Slavs are 
so insolent and aggressive because too 
few of them were hanged." 


Dr. Krek, leader 
of 
the Slovene 
Catholic party, spoke of the deplorable 
state of the southern Slav provinces, 
where the population had nothing to 
eat, and added: "The Slovenes, Croats 
and Serbs form one nation, and should 
be united in one independent atate. 
This will come to pass in spite o£ ev- 
erything." 


Dr. Otokar Ribar, a Slavene deputy 
from Trieste, fearlessly painted a pic- 
ture of what the Austrian Germant are 
perpetrating: 


"The horrors of this war have hit 
nobody 
harder 
than 
the 
southern 
Slavs. Go to the Balkans, to Bosnia, 
Herzegovina, Dalmatla, and you will 
see for yourselves thi^t the 
flourishing 
villages have 
been literally 
laid in 
ruins. 
The authorities raged against 
everything that bore the Slav name."

Connected With Irish Question. 
Information in the possession of 
the government, but not yet revealed, 
le said to show conclusively a more 
direct connection of the German ma- 
chine in America with the Irish ques- 
üon that indicated in Count von Bern- 
rtorfE's message. 
The records at the 
department of justice are said to con- 
tain the names of men implicated in 
the pharse of Germanic intrig-ues well 
Jtnown in America. Today's announce« 
hient by the state department is the 
birst utterances of the government's 
reference to the German ambassador's 
personal activities 
in 
the 
maze of 
plots and intrigues conducted for Ger- 
many's benefit in this country since the 
beginning of the war. 


It was not the first time, apparently, 
that Count von Bernstorif had sought 
to influence congressional action, this 
being eloquently proclaimed by bis 
reference to "former occasions." 
Orgranization Not Revealed. 
The 
name 
of 
the 
organisation 
through which the German govern-' 
ment had sought to influence congress, 
the manner in which the money used 
for this purpose was expended, the 
previous instances and the Individuals 
carrying on the propaganda, although 
not disclosed, presumably are known 
to the state department and to the 
department of Justice whose bureau 
of investigation for more than three 
years has been conducting a rigid sur- 
veillance of German activities in this 
country. 
Records of the department 
of justice are overflowing with reports 
from hundreds of agents concerning 
"erman intrigues, many of which led 
) the German embassy and some of 
7hich resulted in the recall, at Presi- 
lent Wilson's request, 
of 
Captains 
3oy-Ed and von Papen, the German 
^aval and military aides. 
Up to thie 
ime Boy-Ed and von Papen had ap- 
ea red as the master spirits of German 
,ropaganda here. 
Intimations 
that 
Serman plots and Intrigues were di- 
rected not by them but by Count Bern- 
itorif, with the full approval of Ber- 
•n. heretofore har been met by offi- 
als with silence. 


Have Bemstorft Hooked Up. 
For months past, however, there 
i 
ive been many indications that the 
merican government had established 
SernstorfC's direct 
connection 
with 
nuch of the German secret work con- 
lucted here and that there was ample 
)asis for the request of his recall. 


Intimations have been more or less 
irequent, at trials and other proceed- 
\ngs instituted 
against 
pro-German 
agents in this country that von Bern- 
storif had at least a general knowledge 
of the work which they were conduct- 
ing. 
In most instances this knowl- 
edge would appear to be only of a 
general nature. 
In a few cases leads 
pointed toward his personal knowl- 
edge of specific instances of German 
violations 
of 
American 
neutrality 
were liot publicly developed. The gov- 
ernment's purpose in not following 
these leads with public disclosures was 
to permit of closer examination into 
Che ambassador's actual participation 
in them. 


May Have Meant Peace Society. 
The suggestion was made that by "or- 
ganization" the ambassador might have 
meant any one of the different so-called 
peace societies that were active at that 
time. That may have been true, but it 
was learned that state department offi- 
cials do not know what the ambassador 
did mean. It was assumed, however, that 
he referred to an organization he had 
set up, although soine officials were in.« 
dined to believe that the method of in- 
fluencing was the using of pacifists to 
rake out the chestnuts rather than to 
any direct subornation.of congressmen. 


At least one of the most active organ- 
izations flooded Washington with tele- 
grams just prior to the war and during 
the days immediately following the break 
in relations. Telegraph wires were con- 
gested with thousands of telegrams and 
mail pouches were filled with literature 
calculated to influence congressmen to 
vote against measure looking toward war 
with Germany. It always has been as- 
sumed that Teutonic agents were re- 
sponsible for the activities that embar- 
rassed the president. 


Lansing Is Silent. 
Secretary Lansing adhered to his de- 
termination not to discuss the latest dis- 
closures and refused to reveal the man- 
ner in which the message to Berlin came 
into the hands of the government. 


While the United States was one of 
tlie neutrals certain privileges had been 
extended to the German embassy in the 
transmission of messages but only after 
their contents had been made known. 
"Jio, tliis was not one that passed through 
this government's channels of communi- 
cation," was the smiling reply of an offi- 
cial at the state department when it was 
suggested that Bernstorff might have 
added to his duplicity the irony of using 
the United States as a transmitter of the 
¿nessage. 
It is 
thought the 
message 
reached Berlin but whether the German 
foreign office ever was able to get a reply 
to America is not known. It was indi- 
cated that it came inlo possession of the 
state department some time after it was 
sent, perhaps after the break in rela- 
tions and possibly after the declaration 
>f war. 


Adds to Accnmulatlon. 
It was pointed out that knowledge of 
4ie ambassador's action at the time 
it was taken would have precipitated 
more immediate action but the sugges- 
tion was answered by the intimation 
that the mass of evidence being gath- 
ered then was of such a character that 
it might not have been 
considered 
necessary or opportune to give undue 
importance then to a knowledge of the 
ambassador's duplicity. 
Reference to 
"former occasions" on which the am- 
bassador had asked for and used money 
in influencing congress is in line with 
other events now in possession of the 
state department showing the extent to 
which the German government had 
gone in building up an organization for 
propaganda and espionage. Little sur- 
prise over the disclosures was mani- 
fested at the capítol. 


"In the view of the fact that charges 
of large expenditures of money In Ger- 
man propaganda have not been de- 
nied," said Senator Rëed, "thla new evi- 
dence is cumulative. 
The money evi- 
dently was spent in propaganda. 


"It Is possible that there are men 
in this country big enough scoundi'els 
to take money for that purpose. 
I 
would be deeply interested if there is 
any charge that any member of con- 
gress knew thiat organizatiphs seeking 
to Influence him were financed by Ger- 
many.^'

More Noisy S«ttd-Off. 


The group which waved farewell at 


11 o'clock, when the special train to 
take them to Camp Taylor drew out, 
was given the more noisy send-off. It 
seemed that the passing of the hours 
had lightened the spirits of those who 
said good-bye. 
But in neither of the 
crowds that sent away the second con- 
tingent to the new national army was 
there a show of boisterousness. 


There was none of the arm waving 
and shouting of "Berlin or bust" The 
young men who departed on Thursday 
morning went with set faces. 
They 
are going to give every ounce of their 
energy to the crushing of a hellish war 
policy—^and they are going to win. 
. In the two rooming assemblies which saw 
the men from all the city districts and 
the rural representatives leave for train- 
ing camp, there was all the deep pathos 
and tear-choking pride that has charac- 
terized every parting company. Women 
wept softly and gray haired 
fathers 
brushed away a tear. Sweethearts, red 
eyed from crying and yet trying to force 
a smile, made up the little groups which 
clustered about broad sliouldered young 
men who were the centers for all of the 
little bands and the pride of those who 
were gathered close to them. 


Meet at Headquarters. 


The men from each of the city districts 
mtliered at the district headquarters be- 
fore departing. 
Every man was at his 
station several minutes before the ap- 
pointed time. With each national army 
candidate came the friends and relatives. 
They stood upon the steps in front of the 
building and crowded out into the street. 
None were tardy. 


From districts No. 2 and No. 3 the 
men went away at 7:25 over the G. R. & 
I. The men who left from the county 
districts and district No. 1 were taken 
by special train at 11 o'clock. 


Each man Avas given a printed copy of 
an address wliich had been prepared by a 
committee of the Fort Wayne council of 
patriotic defense. "Dc your duty," ad- 
monished the rousing farewell speechless 
speech. 


Members of the district boards were at 
each of the headquarters to supply the 
young men,with tickets and cards which 
call for meals along the way. The board 
members took the hand of each departing 
soldier and wished-him well. 


There was a firm ^ p from the hand of 
every man who left for Camp Taylor. 
There was a little smile, which carried a 
line of encouragement for plutocracy, on 
the face of every man. Not a one was 
shrinking from the job ahead. They are 
determined that Fort Wayne and Allen 
county will not be ashamed. 


Were Over Bager. 


W. Harshberger and A. E. Wyrick, 
two men from the second city district, 
had 
the 
erroneous impression that 
they were to go in the second quota 
of soldiers. 
In reality they will not 
depart until the next call. 
The two 
young men boarded the early morning 
train, 
however, 
and 
were 
whirled 
away towards Camp Taylor. 


At Richmond 
it 
was found that 
forty-six men made up the Second dis- 
tricfes group instead of forty-four. 
Harshberger and Wyrick were inform- 
ed that 
they 
were outsiders. 
They 
alighted from the train at Richmond 
and are on their way back home. 


Y. M. O. A. Men Active. 


Representatives of the Y. M. C. A. 
boarded the G. R. & I. train with the 
young men. 
They distributed litera- 
ture among the Fort Wayne soldiers. 
In every way they will try to make the 
trip to training camp an enjoyable 
one. 


Blot Out Wrongs. 


The following stirring address to the 
departing young men was prepared by 
a committee from the Patriotic De- 
fense Council. Each departing soldier 
was given a printed copy of the written 
speech: 


"We, the undersigned, members of 
the executive committee of the Fort 
Wayne Council for Patriotic Service, 
members of the council's committee 
on escort and parades and members 
of the examining boards, take this op- 
portunity through the courtesy of the 
Fort Wayne daily papers to express 
our sentiments of gratitude and con- 
gratulation for the patriotic service 
upon which you are now entering. We 
speak as we believe for all the people 
of Fort Wayne and Allen county when 
we say that we deeply appreciate the 
noble, high minded, pure American 
motive that enables you to adopt the 
course of the law and serve your be- 
loved country under our Old Glory 
with the single purpose to preserve 
the institutions "¡of liberty, equality and 
fraternity to which every American 
is born and by inalienable right, pos- 
sessed. 
Wé know there will be no 
faltering because the motive is Irre- 
sistible whatever the sacriflce you may 
be called upon to make. 


"This scourge of war was not of 
American 
incentive. The 
American 
loves the ways and rewards of peace 
and will never start war for cpnquest 
or spoliation of a neighbor's territory. 
America has never gone to war ex- 
cept for some vital principle without 
which freedom could not^have been 
maintained. 
You are therefore strict-

of such a service Is the knowledge 
that you accept the duty of 
fighting 
for your country, as your forefathers 
have so nobly done, because there is 
no other way to save the structure of 
free government and the sovereignty 
of the citizen, at home or abroad, from 
the deadly, malign and despotic as- 
saults and purposes

enemy 
whose course has outraged the rights 
of. nations until 
four-fifths of the 
worltt is at war with Germahy.

fervently pray that all and each of 
you may be safely returned to us 
when the world has been made safe 
for our democracy. The men who are 
going to the. front to save the honor 
of the country will be they who In 
the future will have first consideration 
when your fellow citiaens have honors 
to bestow. 
God bless and keep you."

STOBT OF GREAT BATTLE. 


British Headquarters in France, Sept, 
20.—(Delayed)—^The 
British 
offen- 
sive which began at dawn over a wide 
front east of the Ypres salient found 
the attacking*forces late.today holding 
many positions of vital importance and 
continuing the fight in German terri- 
tory along a line which in many places 
represented an average gain of a mile 
in depth. 
Such redoubtable strong- 
holds as Nuns wood, Glencorse wood, 
Inverness copse and Shrewsbury for- 
est, which have withstood numerous 
fierce assaults recently, were entirely 
overrun by the British, who reached 
points well beyond them. 


Heavy fighting was continuing at 
close range at various places and the 
Germans were massing troops with the 
evident intention of delivering a coun- 
ter attack. It has been a day of great 
success for the British arms, for the 
possessitfn of wooded heights which 
they captured east'of Ypres unques- 
tionably is of crucial importance since 
these dominating positions are the key- 
stone of the German structure of de- 
fense in this sector. 


Britain's Finest in Attack. 
The greatest gains have been made 
between St. Julien and Hollobeker as 
had been planned, for within 
this 
stretch of country lie the important de- 
fenses Just mentioned. The troops that 
went out to the attack contained some 
of the finest men in the British army. 
They entered the conflict in high spirit 
and eager for the fray. Their advance 
was preceded by one of the most per- 
fect and heaviest barrage fires yet at- 
tempted. 
The men went over the top 
stripped light and as a result of this 
coupled with the fine artillery sup- 
port, they were enabled to negotiate 
the first stagea of the difficult ground 
rapidly. 
They had swept 
through 
Glencorse wood", Inverness copse and 
the eastern part of Shrewsbury forest 
by 8 o'clock, two hours and twenty 
minutes after the attack began, and 
other advanced positions were reached 
with equal rapidity which is a remark- 
able achievement in view of the marshy 
nature of the ground, due to heavy 
rain. 


Great Redoubt Taken. 


On the left of the line heavy fight- 
ing developed onthe higher ground on 
either side of the Zonnebek-Lange- 
marck road. 
A number of strongly 
fortified farms were encountered in 
this region and bombed into submis- 
sion. 
Among 
these 
was 
Schuyler 
farm, a short distance southeast of 
St. Julien. 
Schuyler farm held out 
long against attacks and continued to 
play with machine guns on the British 
until it was taken. 
Strong resistance 
was encountered at a redoubt on the 
Ypres-Boulers railway west of Zonn- 
bek. 
This redoubt is a massive con- 
crete steel structure and it withstood 
all of the shell fire poured against it 
The British advanced on two sidei^ and 
stormed the place with bombs until its 
occupants raised the white flag. Sim- 
ilar tactics resulted inthe fall of an- 
other great stronghold northeast of 
Westhoek.

man lines are filled with troops being 
rushed up for a counter attack, but 
this is a pleasing feature to the Brit- 
ish artillerymen, who express the de- 
sire for nothing better than to get as 
many Germans 6s possible out in the 
open, where their shells will reach 
them.

Americans and I. ^y. W. sympathizers. 
The name of the concern has bccTi left 
out because no substantiating evidence 
has been found. The letter follows:

The 
spread 
of 
diphtheria 
in 
t h e 
J a m e s H. Smart school is halted. 
It 
stopped with the removal of Lawrence 
Wiley, aged seven, 2403 J o h n street, 
who is now quarantined in his home. 


Liawrence 
is apparently 
well 
and 
hearty and yet in his throat thrives 
thousands of diphtheria germs. 
His 
case is one of the enigmas of science 
and he is termed by medical men as a 
"disease carrier." 
His 
freedom 
has 
been the menace of the boys and girls 
who played with him and he has been 
the source of the epidemic of diph- 
theria which has 
swept 
the 
lower 
grades of the east end school. 


Reports of diphtheria f r o m pupils in 
the J a m e s H. Smart school arrived at 
the city health board office in a l a r m - 
ing numbers last week. 
W h e n every 
precaution had been taken to protect 
the children no apparent reason for 
the continued epidemic could be lo- 
cated. 


Dr. L. P. Drayer, secretary to the 
health board in the absence of Dr. J. 
H. Gilpin, began working on the theory 
that there might be a "disease carrier" 
in the school. 
He ordered that a cul- 
ture be taken of every boy and girl in 
the first three grades of the school. 


A health officer was 
sent 
to 
the 
building on Friday to m a k e the test. 
He examined all the throats in the first 
grade without locating a 
diphtheria 
symptom. 
Lawrence Wiley, frail but 
bright eyed, formed in the line of the 
second grade pupils. 


The doctor could scarcely 
believe 
what his eyes told him when he ex- 
amined the boy's throat and then made 
a careful culture. 
Wiley 
has 
diph- 
theria germs, his throat is filled with 
them, but not 
diphtheria. 
H e 
has 
been carrying the germs to other boys 
and girls. 


The lad was placed under quaran- 
tine. 
Health officers ordered t h a t his 
tonsils must be removed and all symp- 
toms of diphtheria eradicated before 
he can return to school. 


This is the first case of its kind ever 
exposed in Fort Wayne schools. 
Epi- 
demics have caused many deaths in the 
past which might have been checked if 
the "disease carrier" had been located, 
phj'sicians say. 
The theory that many 
diseases are spread by carriers, who 
themselves are not m a d e ill by the 
germs, is growing a m o n g health men. 


In the future a h u n t will be m a d e for 
the 
"carrier" 
whenever 
more 
t h a n 
three cases of contagion are reported 
in any locality of the city. 


Disease germ carriers are the bane 
of a r m y physicians. 
Fevers and other 
foi-ms of illness are often spread along 
the line by some fellow who is well 
enough himself and yet who 
carries 
a host of typhoid or scarlet fever or 
some other illness germs on his body. 


"Get the carrier" is the cry of the 
a r m y surgeons. 
It is being taken up 
by the Fort Wayne health board with 
gratifying result.

modern Germany started with a Prus- 
sia no bigger and no more consumedly 
ambitious. 
Remember, too, that Bul- 
i garian troops, 350,000 strong, are hold- 


ing the line in Rumania, 
occupying 
two-thirds of Serbia, the district of 
Kavala in Greece and with Teutons 
and Turks are facing the allied armies 
at Monastir. 


Wherever they engage the allies, the 
Bulgars 
thereby 
release 
German 
troops for the western front, where 
they will ultimately face our American 
boys. 


We are asked, and rightly, to burn 
with 
indignation 
at 
the 
cruelties 
heaped upon Belgium by the Germans. 
But we are allowed to forget the Bul- 
gars' tortures of the Serbians. 


We call the Germans Huns and we 
do not know the Bulgars proudly call 
tliemselves Huns. 


The newspaper Primerski Nevine of 
Sushak says: 
"The Bulgarian scholar 
Panoff of Eofia, writes in the Nord 
and Sud that the Bulgarians are de- 
scendants of the Huns who came to 
Europe, and that their only kinsmen in 
Europe are the Magyars and the Finns. 


"The Bulgarians have up t6 now i 
preserved the main traits of the Hun 
character and their physical appear- 
ance. ^ The Slavs are di-eaniers, frank, 
undecided, lazy and indolent, and the 
Bulgars are cold-blooded, calm, clever 
and energetic." 


Last year when 
there was a so- 
called 
international 
conference 
on 
Ejeace topics at Lausanne, Switzerland, 
the Journal de Geneve reports: 
"Mr. 
Aktschura, as representative 
of 
the 
Tartars, sang the unstinted praise of 
Bulgarians as the most civilized of the 
Tartar tribes." 


A people may be judged by their na- 
tional portrait. 
"Uncle Sam" repre- 
sents Americans, as "John Bull" rep- 
resents Englishmen. 
Aleke Konstan- 
tinoff in his 
novel, 
"Baya 
Gagno," 
tried to portray in his hero of that 
name the essential characteristics of 
the Bulgars. 
"Today Bulgars hail the 
novel as one* of their greatest. 
"Baya 
Gagno" is painted as insolent, repug- 
nant, avaricious, egotistic, lying, ras- 
cally, hypofritical, brutal and gross to 
the heart. 
He is the productsc of his 
uncultivated surroundings, the victim 
of his brutal education. 


This type of man is deporting Ser- 
bians to Asia Minor and sending Ser- 
bian girls to Turkish harems. 


Last year Risov, the Bulgarian min- 
ister to Germany, ecstatically said: 


"Never a ruler has so quickly con- 
quered the hearts of a nation as the 
German 
kaiser did with 
Bulgaria|i i 
hearts. The whole nation is enthusias- i 
tic for Kaiser 
Wilhelm. 
His mag- f 
nanimity made us forget the past. 
He 
has presented us with the whole booty 
taken by German 
troops in 
Serbia, 
worth 30 to 40 million francs." 


About the same time the kaiser's 
third son, Prince August Wilhelm, re- 
turned the compliment, saying that 
between the German and 
Bulgarian 
armies there was practically no dif- 
ference, and adding: "In Germany and 
her sovereign Bulgaria will always find 
co-operation." 


This kind of thing has Immensely 
increased 
the 
Bulgars' 
ambitions. 
They dream of emerging from this 
war as a world power, an ally on an 
equal footing with Germany and Aus- 
tria. 
They expect to give up no terri- 
tory. 


Sofia 
newspapers 
speak 
semi- 
officially. 


Kambana of Sept. 16, 1916, says 
boastfully: 
"With Serbia 
destroyed 
and Rumania partitioned, this signifies 
for Bulgaria thai her territory will be 
doubled. 
Also this signifies the classi- 
fication of Bulgaria in the rank of the 
great independent nations whose word 
must be considered in the regulation 
of the destinies of the nations of the 
whole world." 


The Narodni Prava 
speaks 
of 
a 
quadruple alliance which is not merely 
political and military, but also eco- 
nomic. 
After the war Bulgaria will 
be able to use the German-Austrian 
network of railways clear to Bagdad 
and the Persian gulf. 


July 7 of this year the Balkanska 
Poshta commented that upon the thir- 
tieth anniversary of the accession of 
the Bulgarian czar, news from Ger- 
many showed the Germans firmly be- 
lieved Bulgaria would emerge from the 
v.'ar as a great power. 


Fostered by Germany and her allies, 
the Socialists attempted to hold a peace 
confab at Stockholm, proclaiming a 
doctrine of no annexations and no in- 
demnities. 
This 
was 
designed 
to 
please the Russians. 
By the 
same 
token, it greatly displeased the Bul- 
garians. 
The Utro of Sofia said early 
this year: 


"The deputs, Mr. Janulov, declares 
the formula peace without annexations, 
recently adopted by the Russian and 
German socialists, calls for an amend- 
ment where Bulgaria is 
concerned. 
After so many revolutions and v/ars we 
cannot admit that the unification of 
the Bulgai ian nation is equal to an an- 
nexation." 


April 27 last Kambana commented 
on this: 
"The formula peace without 
annexation naturally applies only to 
the incorporation of alien 
national- 
ities by foi-ce and against their will. If 
one speaks of a renunciation of all an- 
nexation on the part of the central 
powers that does not mean that anyone 
thinks of leaving Macedonia, the De- 
brudja and the Morava." 


The Narodni Prava, organ of Prime 
Minister Radeslavoff, puts forward the 
same idea. 
This would mean Bul- 
garia's annexation of two-thirds of 
Serbia, a considerable part 
of 
Ru- 
mania 
and 
the 
Kavala 
district 
of 
Greece, making in all a country with 
nearly half the area of Germany and 
with close to 15,000,000 people. 


It would mean an army of over 1,- 
000,000, trained according to German 
methods, and to be used by Germany 
in that next war of which she is dream- 
ing. 


And it is this stout ally of Germany 
with which we are at peace. 


BUIiGAR PAPER SNEERS A ^ E RICA IS liAND THAT PROTECTTS 


ROBBERS. 


When America declared war upon Germany, the Bulgarian papers of 
Sofia, the capital, remained unperturbed. 
They set forth that a rupture be- 
tween this country and Bulgaria woul d have little significance, as Bulgarian 
Interests here were almost nil. 


The Kambana said: 
"Almost the only Bulgarians now in America are 
vagabonds and bank ofClcials who have embezzled other people's money in 
Bulgaria and escaped to the United States, because the United States is a 
country which protects robbers. 
It is the United States, on the contrary, 
which will be the loser in case of a rupture of relations, for a considerable 
number of its citizens have interests in Bulgaria." 


There are, according to the census, about 12,000 Bulgars In this coun- 
try. 
It was never known before that most of them were vagabonds and 
bank robbers.

Indiana Council of Défense 
After Comfort Funds 
for Soldiers. 


Indianapolis, 
Sept. 
21.—Ever>' 
county in the state will be asked to 
raise, 
by voluntary 
subscription, 
a 
fund equaling $2 per m a n for every 
man from the county now enlisted in 
the national army. 
The fund will be 
used 
for tlie purpose 
of 
supplying 
comforts not otherwise available 
to 
the soldiers. 


The proposal or the fund came to 
the State Council of 
Defense 
from 
John Northway, 
of Columbus, Ind., ! 
president of the Association of Secre- j 
taries of Chambers of Commerce. 
It 
was referred to the finance commit- i 
tee of the state council, which found, ; 
upon investigation, that it had the en- ; 
dorsement and approval of the war : 
department. 
Mr-. Northway" explain- 
ed the pl^n In detail before the coun- 
cil, and his organization was author- 
ized to raise tne fund, the state coun- 
cil co-operating through the 
county 
councils. 
The state council will dis- 
tribute the fund among the Indiana 
men in service, as the money comes 
in. 


The committee appointed to reor- 
ganize the council's activities on the 
foo(i question reported the nomination 
of W. S. Bittner, of Indiana university, 
to succeed Dr. F r a n k Stockton, 
re- 
signed, on the food committee. 
The 
nomination was ratified and Mr. Bitt- 
ner appointed. 
Mr. Stockton recent- 
ly left the state. 


It was ordered that the resolution 
recommending to the war department 
the exemption from conscription 
of 
dental students and their being placed 
upon the same footing in reference to 
commissions in the army as médical 
students, be sent to other state coun- 
cils for their consideration. 


An appeal from dairy farmers for 
assistance and relief from a condition 
that threatens the extermination 
o/ 
their herds, due to the high price of 
beef, cattle and of feed, was referred 
to the food committee. 


On the recommendation 
of 
Isaac 
D. Straus, federal state director of the 
United States Boys' Working Reserve, 
the council authorized 
the 
employ- 
ment of Asa Smith, of Wabash, Ind., 
for a period of two months, 
during 
which he will visit the high schools 
in Indiana cities of 10,000 population 
and over, instructing educators 
and 
interested 
boys in 
the 
significance 
and purposes of the reserve. 
This is 
an anticipation of the introduction of 
a text book in the high schools, on the 
.same subject. 


Piof. G. I. Christie, of the 
com- 
mittee on food production and 
con- 
servation, 
reported 
that the 
United 
States department of agriculture had 
authorized the employment of 
fifteen 
men for a period of eight weeks, in an 
effort to locate and secure the state's 
share of 10,000,000 bushels of 
seed 
corn, wanted for the 1918 crop.

London, Sept. 21.—(Correspondence 
of The Associated Press.)—^A genius 
v,-ho might have amassed a fortune 
'lied in comparative poverty and ob- 
scurity in London yesterday because 
he was too proud to give the world 
woi-k which did not 
attain 
to 
his 
ideals. 
Few people, even among those 
in the art world, 
remembered 
that 
Matthew 
Maria, 
the 
once 
famous 
Dutch painter, was still living, 
and 
fewer 
knew 
that 
London 
Avas 
his 
home, until the announcement of his 
.death at the age of 78 appeared in a 
morning paper today. 


Matthew, the last of the family of 
three gifted brothers, was one of the 
geniuses who approached to madness. 
His smallest picture was worth from 
$10,000 
t a 
$25,000 
in 
the 
auction 
rooms, but one rarely saw the light. 
He painted only when he felt moved 
to paint, and he felt moved vei-y sel- 
dom. 
Of late years ho absolutely re- 
fused to sell his tvork. 
Some of those 
who knew him say that he was a great 
idealist, but others with a more com- 
mon-place point of view declare that 
he was merely lazy. 


Maris lived almost the life of a her- 
mit, and was supported by the gener- 
osity of a few friends. 
His studio was 
barred to everybody, 
sealed 
against 
the world as religiously as the hall of 
a Yale senior society. 
What the old 
painter did there no one knows, but it 
is believed that he painted pictures— 
the least of which the greatest gal- 
leries of the world would covet—and 
then burned them because they did 
not realize his visions. 


Art dealers who 
approached 
him 
with checks and flattery were driven 
away. 
He told them his pictures were 
not worth .selling, and he did not pro- 
pose to impose on the public, which 
followed the fashion-like sheep, and 
would 
buy anything 
with 
a 
name. 
For the same reason he would not sign 
a picture, holding that every work of 
art should .stand on its own merits re- 
gardless of the author's name. 


The work he did was not turned 
out quickly. 
He once remarked that 
he had started a portrait of two babies 
years ago, that the babies were now 
grandparents and he was still work- 
ing on the picture. 
His chief "exation 
was 
the 
income 
tax collector, 
who 
v»'ould not believe that an artist Avho 
was one of the highest 
sellers 
was 
without money.

British Builders Do 
Not 
Have to Ship Iron or 
Goal to Yi^ds. 


Olasgrow, 
Sept. 
21.—(Correspond- 
ence of The Associated Press.)—The 
shipbuilders 
of 
Great Britan, 
who 
soon will be turning 
out 
virtually 
nothingr else but standard ships and 
war vessels, have one advantage over 
the shipbuilders of th9 United States 
that will be hard to overcome. 
They 
have nearly all their materials at their 
back doors. 


From the decks of ships in on« of 
the yards in the north of Bngland, 
for instance, everything used in the 
construction of vessels is within sight. 
Iron is extracted from hills that look 
to be almost across the street. 
Coal 
comes from the same place. 
On the 
other side of the yard are great coke 
ovens, smelter, furnaces and rolling 
mills. 
Plates and steel forms may be 
carried from the mills to the ships 
under construction in carts drawn by 
horses. 
A single company extracts 
the ore, prepares it with its own fuel 
and sends it away from its own plant 
as finished ships ready for the sea. 
There are many such examples here 
in the north. 
The success of more 
than one of the shipbuilding 
con- 
cerns may be partially traced to the 
proximity of materials used. 


So great is the supply at the dis- 
posal of the shipbuilders that in many 
cases they have entered into the man- 
ufacture of other things than ships, 
one yard, which owns a great rolling 
mill turns out, in addition to steel for 
its own tremendous needs, something 
; over 2,000 tons weekly of great steel 
forms which are shipped away to be 
made into projectiles. 
Another yard 
has turned over some of its buildngs 
and sheds to the actual making of 
projectiles from steel taken from its 
own plant. 
Still another is engaged 
almost solely upon the construction 
of standard ships and thereby has re- 
leased quantities of its equipment to 
making "steel for the Germans." 
i 
Another had a large stretch of land 
in the rear of its place which before 
the war was used mostly as slag dump 
and a storage yard for steel. 
All this 
has been cleared away and now the 
site is covered by a big airplane fac- 
tory. 
Needless to say, this plant is 
so isolated that the Germans 
never 
could locate it, and if they did know 
where it was they never could damage 
i it. 
! 
The shipbuilders of Britain are in- 
tensely interested in what the United 
States is going to do toward increasing 
the shippng tonnage of the world; and 
they are anxious to do everything 
possible to assist in ,the plans. 
Only 
one thing did they have to suggest; 
they were unanimously agreed that 
under no consideration should work- 
ers in the yard be permitted to join 
the armed forces. 
When 
England 
went to war the shipbuilding concerns 
encouraged their employes to enlist, 
but now and for some time past, with 
assistance oT the government, former 
employes are being released from the 
army and the navy to return to their 
work. 
A shipbuilder or a man with a 
knowledge of shipbuilding, is 
worth 
ten times as much to his country in a 
shipyard, company officials say, as he 
is in the armed'forces. 


The builders of ships for Britain 
have all the matea-ial they need and 
gradually they are getting a sufficient 
number of men to do the work that 
only men can do. Female workers are 
cannot randle an automatic riverter 
all very well, they say, but a woman 
or swing a sledge. 


AMERICAN SINGERS' A3IBULANCE 


New York. Sept. 21.—To establish 
an American Singers' Ambulance in 
Italy, like the American ambulance 
in France, David Bispham, the Ameri- 
can singer, has asked the 
singers, 
musicians and music lovers of Ameri- 
ca to contribute at least $1,000,000 
at the earliest possible moment. 
Am- 
bulances, Mr. Bispham states, are urg- 
ently needed by the Ita^an 
army. 
Two thousands dollars cabled to Milan, 
he adds, would place a motor ambu- 
lance at the front at once. 
America,

21.—(Correspond- 
ence of The Associated 
Press.—King 
Alexander was the center of a bril- 
liant scene as he made his first appear- 
ance before parliament today, took the 
oath to rule as a constitutional mon- 
arch, and delivered 
his first 
speech 
from the throne. 
He looked a boyish 
king, for he is just twenty-four and 
the youngest king of Europe. 
But he 
Is tall, stalwart and good looking and, 
In his uniform of an officer of the 
guards with the medals and 
ribbons' 
of royalty, he had all the bearing and 
dignity of a monarch. 


The event was notable in many re- 
spects. 
jSTeither this young man 
nor 
anyone else ever supposed he would 
ever be king, until a few weeks ago. 
He is a sort of war king; a product of 
the great European war. 
His brother 
had been ti-ained to be a king anci 
had received a course in high politics. 
But when the entente allies gave King 
Constantine an ultimatum to abdicati_\ 
they 
required 
also 
that 
the 
Crown 
prince, 
who 
had 
been 
ti'ained 
for 
kingship, should also leave. 
And .=^0 
this younger son, untrained in state-- 
craft, was suddenly eonipolled to take- 
up a crown and become a monarch. 
He had expected to follow the caree • 
of a soldier, and had been to school 
In England and at the royal military 
Bchool Potsdam. 


The event was chiefly notable, how- 
ever, in being a 
sort 
of 
transitioii 
^rom royalty to 
democracy—another

esult of the European Avar. 
^Vhi!e 
his young 
man 
was 
king, 
yet 
the 
oath he was just taking was to rule 
^ 
a constitutional monarch, and his 
feippearanoe 
in parliament here today, 
jnrith the prime minister and ministers 
jB.bout him, was a formal 
recognition 
b f the princple for which this minis- 
try and the entente allies liad 
con- 
fcended, 
that a 
responsible 
ministry 
flirecta 
the affairs of the country and 
bot the king. 


The recognition 
of 
this 
principle 
)tvaa very prominent in the ceremony 
bf today. 
It was less a royal function, 
knd more a gathering of democracy, 
pefore the king were the elected rep- 
tesentatlves of the people, all 
about 
him 
were 
the 
ministers, 
and 
there 
^ e r e 
comparatively 
few 
cou;-t 
at- 
tendants. 
The speech from the throne 
had been prepared by the niiniste:-:?, 
and when the moment arrived for ii.i 
delivery, the prime minister, 
Yeiiize- 
^os, took it from his pocket and passed 
It to the king for delivery. 


The pronouncement 
of 
the 
king, 
thus framed 
by the 
ministry, 
care- 
fully avoided any offensive refercn.-;e 
to the dethronement of King Constan- 
tine, for this was a delicate 
family 
matter which would involve critici.sm 
by a son of the acts of his father. But 
It openly reversed the policy of the 
former king, in strongly approving the 
course of the entente, whom the king 
now referred to as friends and allies 
battling for the defense of humanity, 
as against the rapacity of the central 
powers. 


As a spectacle, also, today's event 
had its interest. 
The 
ministry 
had 
sought to give full scope 
to 
every 
royal prerogative, for they wish tho 
new king to be a real representative 
before the people of a constitutional 
monarchy. 
The splendid coaches

Every once in awhile—probably Cue 


to pro-German activities-—the sug- 
gestion floats through the press of this 
country that Austria is much gentler 
than Germany, and therefore more in- 
clined to agree to a peace on moderate 
conditions. 


The truth is—and our officials here 


are thoroughly acquainted with it—• 
that Austria is no more gentle than 
Prussia. 


Over 200,000 of her subjects have 


been imprisoned since the war began. 


Over 24,000 have been executed, the 


hapless wives and children of the con- 
demned often being compelled to wit- 
ness their death. 


Instead of suppressing the aspira- 


tions of the subject peoples, however, 
Austria has merely served to accentu- 
ate them. In tho little provincial pa- 
poars in the Slav languages, accounts 
of speeches of Slav leaders are printed. 
They show that the speakers have 
taken very seriously President Wil-1 
son's words in. favor of the little na-.] 
tlonalities, and his saying that there 
should be no government save by the 
consent of the governed. 


Not so very long ago, In the local 


Croatian parliament at Agram, the 
peasant deputy Stlepan Radich defi- 
antly said: 


"The Prussian generals define the 


entente as a mixture of Irreconcilable 
enemies of Germany's, but I say to you 
that the entente is civilization itself." 


Again, almost anticipating Presi- 


dent Wilson's words in fiis note to the 
pope, Radich said: 


"The best thing that tha Croats can 


do la to break all ties with those who 
wish to lead us under the Prussian 
helmet1 


The Austrian parliament (Hungary 


has its own) was called into session 
last May for the first time since the 
war started.

The southern Slavs demanded the un- 
ion of all Slovenes, Croats and Sorbs of 
Austria and Hungary in one independ- 
ent state. The Poles demanded union 
of all the German, Russian and Aus- 
trian lands inhabited by their nation. 


The Germans resisted all these de- 


mands, which they claimed were In- 
spired by the entente. 


• The tone of the speeches made by 
the Slavs gives an important key to 
Austria's desire for peace. If the big 
war were over, she could devote more 
time to suppressing her subject peo- 
ples. 


Dr. Ravnlhar, a. Slovene deputy, 


said: 
"The trend of tho premier's 


speech betrays the wish to perpetuate 
all the old misery in Austria. 
The 


Germans are to go on dominating. 
These Germans have expelled fam- 
ilies, torn children from their moth- 
ers; husbands from their wives, sent 
thousands into exile and exposed them 
to ruin." 


Dr. Matko Laginja, a Croat deputy 


from Istrla, said: 


"The prime minister declared his 


intention of upholding Austria. Wha 
kind of Austria? He wants a 'single 
state.' It never existed. 
Austria is 


only possible as a 
second German 


state. This would mean slavery for 
he Czechs, Poles 
and 
Southern 


Slavs." 


Dr. Biankini, a Croat deputy from 


Dalmatia, made a passionate reply to 
the utterances of a German Austrian 
who had said "the. southern Slavs are 
so insolent and aggressive because too 
few of them were hanged." 


Dr. Krek, leader 
of the Slovene 


Catholic party, spoke of the deplorable 
state of the southern Slav provinces, 
where the population had nothing to 
eat, and added: "The Slovenes, Croats 
and Serbs form one nation, and should 
bo united in one independent state.

to take money for that purpose 
would be deeply interested if there is 
any charge that any member of con- 
gress knew that organizations seeking 
to influence him were financed by Ger- 
many."Flooded With Telep-nms.

the yards in the north of England, 


I for instance, everything used in the 
I construction of vessels is within sight. 


Iron Is extracted from hills that look 
to be almost across the street. Coal 


I comes from the same place. On the 


other side of the yard are great coke 


I ovens, smelter, furnaces and rolling 
I mills. Plates and .:teel forms may be 


carried from the mills to the ships 
under construction in carts drawn by 


I horses. 
A single company extracts 


the ore, prepares it with its own fuel 
and sends it away from its own plant 
as finished ships ready for the sea. 
There are many such examples hero 
in the north. 
The success of more 


than one of the shipbuilding con- 
cerns may be partially traced to tho 


] proximity of materials used. 


So great la the supply at the dis- 


posal of the shipbuilders that in many 
cases they have entered into the man- 
ufacture of other things than ships, 
one yard, which owns a great rolling 
mill turns out, in addition to steel for 
Its own tremendous needs, something 


[ over 2,000 tons weekly of great steel 


forms which are shipped away to be 
made into projectiles. Another yard 
has turned over some of its buildngs 
and sheds to tho actual making of 
projectiles from steel taken from Its 
own plant. 
Still another is engaged 


almost solely upon the construction 
of standard ships and thereby has re- 
leased quantities of its equipment to 
making "steel for the Germans."

it'to the king for delivery. 
'. The pronouncement of the king, 
thus framed by the ministry, care- 
fully avoided any offensive reference 
to the dethronement of King Constan- 
tino, for this .was a delicate family 
matter which would involve criticism 
•by a son of the 'acts of his father. But 


•.it:openly reversed the policy of the 


former king, in strongly approving the 
course of the entente, whom the king 
•now referred to as friends and allies 
•battling for the defense of humanity, 
as against the rapacity of the central 
powers. 
'' As a spectacle, also, today's event 
•had its interest. 
The ministry had 


sought to give full scope to every 
royal prerogative, for they wish tho 
new king to be a. real representative 
before the people of a constitutional 
monarchy. The splendid coaches of 


. the royal establishment, with powder- 


ed groom and footmen, and heralds 
and outriders in brilliant uniforms, 
made an old - world picture of royal 
pageantry, as the king moved between 
•dense cheering 
masses, with solid 


-lines of soldiers stretching from the 
palace to tho parliamentary chamber. 
The marble colonnade of the chamber 
was garlanded with wreaths and flow- 
ers, and a great floral crown above 
'the doorway indicated that even in 
this abode of democracy there was 
Btill a welcome for what remained of 
•royalty.
